At that same time Judge Talley 
noted that “one-half of the prison- 
ers in Sing Sing Prison, New York, 
are —under twenty-five years of 
age; 87% are under thirty years 

age.” 

Today the age level would be 
much lower. Most major offenses 
today are committed by youths un- 
der twenty-one. 

When asked “why the spirit of 
lawlessness so prevailed,” Judge 
Talley gave two reasons as fol- 
lows: 

“The first is the apathetic atti- 
tude of the people toward the 
strict enforcement of the law and 
the punishment of the criminal; 
and the second is the unwilling- 
ness of the people themselves to 
respect and obey the law of the 
land, and to train the children of 
the country to obedience and re- 
spect for lawfully constituted 
authority.” 

Since that time people have be- 
come far more apathetic towards 
the enforcement of laws. Never 
before did we read so much about 
law-breaking and lack of ethics in 
high places, such as in our gov- 
ernments, federal and state. When 
it comes to an election, the casting 
of our vote should not be deter- 
mined by the politics which we 
have generally professed, but by 
the moral character and faith in 
God on the part of the candidate 
for office. 

Just as the Holy Father calls 
himself. “the servant of the ser- 
vants of God,” so our forefathers, 
the public officials, were “the ser- 
yants of the people.”. That lesson 
needs to be learned by every or- 
ganized. group, such as the farm- 
er, the union laborer in our cities, 
capital, the millions employed by 
our government. Their vote should 
not be motivated entirely by the 
attitude of the candidate towards 
their particular interests, because 
government is to serve the “com- 
mon” good.

The Spanish Inquisition

How About Alleged 
Persecutions Today? 


ANY uninformed persons ask, “How about the persecution of 
Protestants in Spain, Italy, South America?” The answer is 
that there has been no persecution in any of these countries either 
by the Church or by the State. There have been incidents in 
which Individuals, unauthorized, attacked missionaries who were 
not teaching their Protestantism, but attacking the Church of 99% 
of the population. In other words, it was for preaching anti-Cath- 
olicism and not Protestantism, that even a small horde attacked 
missionaries, 

Jose Lopez, of Bogota, Colombia, South America, explains the 
alleged attacks on a Protestant church by boys, by noting ‘that 
“Protestant ministers and the Protestant minority in this country, 
on many occasions in different places in this country” have at- 
tacked Catholic processions honoring the Blessed Virgin on one or 
more of her feasts. 

Lopez claims that he knows that he speaks for all Colombian 
Catholics when he observes that the latter deeply regret any “guer- 
rilla attacks by outlaw groups.” He notes that “Catholics have 
been attacked as well as Protestants from the same sources.” 

Then he would have Americans take into account the follow- 


‘ing eight points: 


1—Colombia has been more than 99°% Catholic for four 
centuries. Its people resent proselytizing missioners who 
treat them as a backward, pagan land. 

2—-Most Protestant proselytizing is aggressive and vigor- 
ously anti-Catholic, a direct attack on the Catholic re- 
ligion. 

3——Some Protestant pastors and their followers have been 
guilty of repeated attacks on Catholics. 

4—-The Colombian Constitution establishes freedom of re- 
ligion “when this is not contrary to Christian spirit or in 
violation of the law.” Protestant vilifications have been 
considered contrary to moral decency.

A few have been approved or at 
least not reported on unfavorably. 
In many cases a “miracle of the 
sun” such as reported at Fatima 
in 1917 was said to have been 
seen.

Now I dare say that Basutoland 
isn’t a familiar name to many of 
us, however, our readers have 
heard it at least once before. You 
remember, last year we re-told the 
story of the Queen of Ramabanta 
in Basutoland, and how Our Lady 
had a short time earlier brought 
about the conversion of many of 
its people. 

We still know only a tiny bit 
about that interesting spot in 
Africa, but the name will be sure 
to come up in the news again, and 
we will fill in a few more gaps in 
our knowledge. This retracing 
system is an effective way of be- 
coming good rememberers.

Catholics. Most of the settlers in 
the English and Dutch settlements 
were Protestants and wanted noth- 
ing to do with the priests. The 
Sisters, Priests and Brothers went 
to bring the gospel to the natives. 

Just 100 years ago the first 
French Missionaries arrived in 
Basutoland. At first they worked 
among the Zulus who refused to 
listen to Our Lord’s teachings, and 
in ten years not one convert was 
made. 

Bishop Allard asked the Chief 
if he might preach to his people, 
and was given permission.

In 1948, of the 845 Greek Catholic priests of the Carpatho- 


Ukraine 210 were detained in prisons or concentration camps. The 


fidelity of the clergy to Christ is proved by the fact that only one 
priest Joined the Communized Orthodox Church. But all who re 


sisted were deported to Siberia except the few who were able 
to escape. | 


At this time 900 Catholic priests, monks and nuns are lan- 


guishing in prison in Poland; also some Bishops. But in Poland} 


up to the present time the churches have not been confiscated, 
while all Catholic schools have been closed, and Communism is 
taught in the place of religion in state schools. 


: HUNGARY—In Hungary 5,000 elementary and more than 120 
high schools were confiscated from the Catholic and Protestant 
bodies, and all church property was appropriated. _ 

In that country, where there were formerly 400 Catholic 
periodicals printed and published, there are now only two, and 
they are under strict Communist control. About 1,000 priests 
have been imprisoned or put into concentration camps. Every- 
one knows what happened to Cardinal Mindszenty of Hungary. 

In 1949, 67 religious orders were dissolved in Hungary and 
all the members either sent back to their homes or to concentra- 
tion camps. . 

No religious books are permitted to circulate in Hungary, 
and Bishops who are not now in prison are under police sur- 
veillance. More recently a drive against the Jews and more par- 
ticularly the Zionists, has begun in Hungary. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA — In Czechoslovakia, the Archbishop of 
Prague was carried off to an unknown destination in 1950 and 
a number of other Bishops were confined to prison. Three hun- 
dred fifty priests and monks are in concentration camps and 
another 50 in jail. 

The Greek Catholics in Czechoslovakia have been forced to 
join the Orthodox Church.

| EAST GERMANY—The Communist tactic in Czechoslovakia is 
‘being now applied in East Germany where under Communist 
‘domination there is a “Patsiotic Priests’ Movement.” 
Sisters of Mercy have been sent to work in coal mines while 
ithe heads of Catholic and Lutheran Youth Organizations have 
| been jailed. 
: ROUMANIA—In Roumania there were 13 Greek and Roman 
‘Catholic Bishops, but all have been deported from the country, 
lor are now serving sentences ranging from 15 to 20 years in 
jail. All religious orders have been dissolved and most of the 
imonks and nuns have been sent to forced labor. 
: Fhose Orthodox Prelates who were unwilling to join the 
'Moscow-controlled Orthodox Church were sent to prison. Alto- 
gether there are about 700 priests in Jail, besides one Lutheran 
‘Bishop, one Armenian Bishop, the head of the Mohammedan 
‘Church, and several Rabbis. 

BULGARIA—In Bulgaria, where there were about a quarter of 
a million Greek Catholics and about 100,000 Roman Catholics, all 
were expected to join the Soviet-controlled Orthodox Church. All 
priests who did not submit were imprisoned. Whatever Metho- 
dist, Presbyterian, and Lutheran clergymen there were in the 
country were also jailed on the charge of “espionage activities.” 
Mohammedan priests were imprisoned as “Turkish spies.” 

ALBANIA—lIn Albania, the Catholic Church has been prac- 
tically annihilated. Her clergy have been liquidated and their par- 
ishioners forced to join the Orthodox Church. There is only one 
‘left among the seven Bishops who governed the people of this 
country spiritually before 1945. 


| YuUGOSLAVIA—In Yugoslavia, which is not Soviet-controlled, 
| but which is as Communist—against the will of the people—as 
the other countries mentioned, there are five Bishopricsa vacant. 
Three hundred seventy-eight Catholic priests and two Bishops 
have been sentenced to death or murdered. One hundred mona- 
steries and 600 convents have been closed. All church schools 
and theological seminaries have been confiscated. Of the 456 
Catholic papers and periodicals published in this country there 
is not one left. 

RED CHINA—The picture is the same in Red China, North 
Korea and Communist-controlled Viet Nam—Bishops, priests, 
monks and nuns tortured or imprisoned or expelled; parishioners 
branded as reactionary and liquidated; church property ap- 
propriated. Here Buddhists and Mohammedans are treated in a 
manner similar to that of Catholics and Protestants. 

As of January 19 of this year 51 Bishops, Archbishops and 
Apostolic Prefects were detained in prisons and 80 others ex- 
pelled from the country. In 1951 China expelled 1874 Catholic 
missionaries, including 583 priests, 60 lay brothers and 731 nuns. 

There were 21 Bishops in prison in China in January of this 
year. 

We might ask again “Who are the victims of persecution, and 
who are the persecutors?” There is no sympathy for the perse- 
euted among the supporters of the POAU, On the contrary they 
are following the Communist line. The American who does not 
approve of the Communist attitude towards all religion cannot 
approve of the organized Protestant movement against the Cath- 
olic Church in the United States to which Protestantism owes 
so much—even its Bible, and its doctrines.
